Rev. Dr. F. T. DeHass, two years 
United States Consul in Turkey, in a 
lecture last night at New York said: 
“The present disturbance in Egypt is 
nothing less than a civil war of re- 
bellion against the Sultan and The- 
dive. Arabi Bey is a restless, ambi- 
tious Arab. He has founded a na- 
tienal party and is trying to imitate 


Cromwell and Garabaldi, and wants to 


drive out all foreigners, and yet they 
owe everything to foreigners. There 
is nothing in Egypt to build an inde- 
Goveroment upon. It would 

de like the negroes of the South try- 
ing to form a government of their own 
there.” DeHass predicted that Arabi 
Bey would fail utterly in bis ambi- 
tious projects. He thought a religious 
war might break out that would spread 
over Asis, Africa aud Europe. Arabi 
is in league with the new prophet Si- 
nousi, and also with Sheereef of Micca, 
the spiritual head of Mahommed. Ip 
conclusion, he said: “One thing is 
certain. If this contest goes on the 
Ottoman Empire falls. The Turks 
will be driven out of Egypt, the cross 
will be planted again on Mosque 
St. Sophia, constitutional government 
established and 40,000,000 of our race 
will be emancipated from religious 


despotism.

ALEXANDRIA, July 16—10 a. . 
It is reported that Arabi Pusha is 
awaiting reinforcements from Cairo. 

Firiug was heard outside the town 

dering the night. All available ma- 

rines and sailora have been sent to the 
front, in anticipation that Arabi Pasha 


would attempt toenter the city. A 
report that Arabi Pasha was marching 
upon Alexandria caused Admiral Sey- 
mour, who did not credit the report, 
to take extra precautions. The night 
passed quietly, but it was rumored 
that fighting occurred at 3 o’clock this 
morning wutside the gates. 

Orders have been given to seud all 
marauders to headquarters to be 
flogged. Incendiaries continue to be 
shot. Five rebel soldiers captured by 
marines kave been handed over to che 
Khedive, aud will be shot by the loyal 
troops. 

The Khedive has dismissed Arabi 
Pasha from the Ministry of War. 

The fire continues and the aspect of 
the town is indesc ibable. It reminds 
the spectator of Pompei. Whole fam- 
ilies of Christians have di-appeared.

ALEXANDRIA, July 16.

The 
Americans were preparing to blow 
them up iv order to save the Consulate 
How the Americans managed to get 
gunpowder into the square is a 
mystery, as the air was literally full 
of sparkes.

So bad was the 
condition of the streets that American 
marines insisted on guarding us to vur 
landing place.

The French have taken 
Abbot Hotel for a similar purpose. 


Arabs Still Preparing for War. 
Port Sar, July 17. 

There is an immense number of 
refugees here, Many women and 
children are expected here to day. 
Europeans are imperfectly armed with 
revolvers and sporting guns. They 
feur being attacked by a lurge force of 
Bedouins, which, it is stated, is assem- 
bling in the desert. It is also reported 
there are 1,500 Arabs at Fort Guelmi, 
six miles hence, throwing up earth- 
works. 

Three British, four French, two 
Italian and one Spanish men-of-wer 
ure io the harbor. The Governor is 
loyal to the Khedive, but an Egyptian 
Colonel, who commands 250 men here, 
is suspected. 


An Attack Threatened on Port Said. 
Lonpon, July 16.

patch, dated Alexandria July 16th: 

It is stated that Arabi Pasha is march- 


ing on Port Said with 1,500 men and 
that a large force of Bedouins is ap- 
parently following them.

Six-Times-a-Week Mail Service From 
Reno to the Outlying Northern 
Counties. 

Mrs. Ida B. Camphausen, the mail 
contractor on the route between Reno 
and Cedarville, returned from Wash- 
ington last night, where she went 
about three weeks ago to ascertain why 
our daily mail service north had been 
discontinued to a weekly service, and 
to see if she could not have the order 
rescinded and the old service reinstated. 
Her mission was quite successful, as 
the following order from the Post- 
master-General to Postmaster Jamison 
will show: 

WasHINGToN, July 10, 1882. 

Sm: — The contractor on route No. 
46,162, from Cedarville to Reno has 
been instructed, ia pursuance of an 
order of the Postmaster.Gencral, to in- 
crease the service to six trips a week. 
This order is to take effect August 1, 
1882, and you will report if it is com- 
plied with. Respectfully,

interested in the matter, and they paid

The Insane Patients Knjoy the Wale 
An Interesting Party. 

Saturday evening Dr. Dawson called 
about 50 of the insane patients into 
the large recreation- room on the 
second floor of the Asylum building 
to try the effect a dance would have 
on them. Alex Case, one of the 
attendants, and a patient furnished 
good music. Asa Dawson, acting as 
floor director, assisted by the male 
attendants and Mrs. Walker, the 
matron, Miss Maud Crawford and Mrs. 
Egar. They formed twelve couple of 
cranks on the floor for a plain qua- 
drille. During the dance the patients 


acted well and seemed to enjoy it. 
After the quadrille a polka was called 
and heartily enj»yed by the unfortu 

nates as well as the few visitors 
present. An Itallan, one of the worst 
cases in the building, invited a Tittle 
German woman to join him ia the 
polka. He seemed to be anxious to 
waltz, while his paitner thought 
a polka or schottisch would be the 
correct thing, and away they went, 
one dancing a waltz (or as near a 
waltz as anything) while the other 
endeavored first to polka and then 
to shottische, neither of them paying 
the slightest attention to the music or. 
time. There were 34 male and 14 
female patients in the room and, with 
two exceptions, the party was enjoyed 
exceedingly. A Mrs. Daffy, who had 
been confined at Stockton with her 
bands strapped since 1874, was one of 
the number, and a woman who was 
kept bound hand and foot while at 
Stockton was also present. One man 
who was closely confined and strapped 
hand and foot while under the care of 
the Nevada contractors was in the 
hall. The three patients referred to 
show one of two things—either that 
Dr. Dawson’s treatment is doing them 
much good and that they are rapidly 
recovering, er that Dr. Clark was 
criminally cruel and incompetent in 
his treatment of Nevada's insane. 
Mrs. Walker, Miss Crawford and Mrs. 
Egar are worshiped by the patients 
and have acquainted themselves so 
thoroughly with each individual case 
that they seem to anticipate the wants, 
likes and dislikes of those in their 
charge without asking any questions 
or waiting for any instructions from 
any quarter. Dr. Dawson has been 
equally fortunate in the selection of 
his male assistants. N.J. Cooly and 
J. J. Linn have charge of one ward, 
Mr. Cooly was employed in the IIIi- 
nois State Asylum for four years and 
is thoroughly up in his dutie<«, while 
Mr. Linn has had large prison experi- 
ence, which eminently fits him for the 
duties he is required to perfurm. The 
other attendants, whose names a 
GAZETTE reporter failed to get, are 
proving themselves valuable assistants. 
Professor Charles Leggett is the chief 
cook at the institution and, as his 
friends know, is filling the position 
with ability. He is an excellent man 
for the place. Superintendent Daw- 
son proposes to allow the patients to 
have a dance once a werk.
